VIVID STAGING. 


BELASCO EFFECTS ADD GLOW 
TO “TIGER ROSE.” 


— — 


By Edwin Schahert. 
By the crimson glow of his sun- 
rises and the glare of his enlightening 
shall you know him—that master 
painter of scenic effects, David 
Belasco. The fruits of his ornate 
genius are stil] manifest, even as they 
have always been since the days of 
the “Darling of tle Gods” and be- 
fore. You may see them in “Tiger 
„ for the authorBhip of which 
Willard Mack is credited, this wee 
at the Mason. 
ay what to expect of Belas- 
and we know what to anticipate 
> Bi Mack. The only difference is 
that the realistic fire of the one never 
palls, while the commonplace 
mechanism of the other frequently 
grows wearisome. For this reason 
it takes a certain amount of cour- 
age to sit through the first half of 
“Tiger Rose,” in order that you may 
arrive at your destination amid the 
natural contrasts of the Canadian 
Northwest as visualized by Mr. 
Belasco. 


Even it his production is now 3000 
miles away from himself, his person- 
al touch is still apparent in the rain, 
the flickering lights, the rumbling 
is| thunders that electrify the action of 
the main dramatic episode.

CHAMBER SIFTS 
PROPOSED LAWS. 


No — Land

Thirteen of the twenty amend- 
ments that appear on the November 
ballot were unanimously favored by 
the board of directors of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce at 
a special session held yesterday. 
Five of the propositions were unani- 
mously opposed by the body and 
divergent opinions were expressed 
on two others. No action was tak- 
en on the Alien Land law (Jap- 
anese eciusion) amendment.

C. V. Gates Expires Suddenly 
Developed Many Thousands of 
Acres in California. 


be Held Tomorrow. 


Funeral services will de held to- 
morrow afternoon at 8 o'clock at the 
Little Church in Forest Lawn Ceme- 
tery for Carroll Warfield Gates, well- 
known capitalist and philanthropist 
of Southern California, who died 
Sunday afternoon in the hunting 
field near Warner Hot Springs. 
Mr. Gates, who was 60 years of age, 
left Los Angeles Friday night accom- 
panied by his brother, Egbert J. 
Gates, Bernal Dyas, R. L. English 
and Col. Edward Fletcher of San 
Die On Saturday the party 
near the Westminster Gun 
and Sunday morning they 
went on to the Warner ranch for 
quail. Mr. Gates — 2 stricken almost 
immediately after leaving his auto- 
mobile. 
In 1862, when he was only 2 years 
of age, Mr. Gates was brought to 
California by his father, Freeman 
Gates, who established the San Jose 
Institute.
